"FoKT WoBTH, Tex., May 31.—The mag- 
nificent Texas.Spring palace IB In ashes. 
At 10:30 at night, just as the chairs were 
being moved from in front of the grand 
music stand to make room for 500 dancers, 
R R Sellers noticed a lliish of flame 
spring up in front of t\\ o children seated 
onthefloorln the second gallery under 
the eastern dome. He gave the1 alarm and 
triad to' extinguish the^flames, being 
' fobMd ID ftfew seconds by^He-fpWfeemta 
on duty in the building and 100 or more 
visitors. A panic seized the 7,000 or 8,000 
people m the building, and in an inbtant 
the wildest con fusion ensued. Hundreds 
of men, however, kept their heads and the 
ptilicemen behaved like heroes, and the 
crowds were got out of the building with 
comparatively little injury to limbs and 
small loss of life. Notwithstanding the 
strenuous efforts of the policemen and the 
citizens, who constituted themselves a 
guard of safety, a number of ladies and 
men jumped from the upper floor and in 
nearly every case were badly hurt. 


Tiie Dead ami Injured. 


Al Haynee, chief hjdraulic engineer of 


the Ft. Worth and Denver, while working 
heroically to get n number of ladies out of 
the fire's way was badly burned and died 
at 11:30. 
The injured are 
as follows: 


James C. Davis, 1 ort Worth, badly 
burned; Judge L. N". Cooper, of Fort 
Worth, broke both legs above the knee; 
Miss Volney Halle, of Marshall, broke 
her right lug above the knee; George Set- 
tler, counprtud with the Fort Worth and 
Denver, \^>adly burned; Mrs. Dr. W. A. 
Adams iiojiired her spine; Mrs. K,<t«Speu- 
oer, broke her left arm and is quite badly 
burned: Miss Leah Gouts, of Weatherforfl, 
broke her right arm in two places, Mrs. 
Lizzie Grant, of Weatherford, is injured 
internally: C. W. Evarts, of New Orleans, 
IB fatally injured iuternally; Mrs. Hecker, 
of Elgin Ills., is badlv hart; Mrs. W. E. 
Kennedy, of New Orleans, badly hurt; E. 
H. Fudge, of Chicago, jumped from the 
third btory and broke both legs, an arm, 
and is injured internally; W. H. Cruce, of 
New Orleans, is fatally injured; Bissell 
Wilson, of St. Louis, a railroad hand, had 
a leg broken and received internal injuries, 
which will probably result in death. A 
little girl, 6 years old, was thrown from a 
window in the second story and killed. 


•" Russoll Harrison's Coolness. 
Within fifteen minutes of the breaking 


out of the fire 20,000 people were on the 
icene. Men and women rushed frantically 
from crowd to crowd looking for loved 
ones, in many cases shrieking and crying. 
Many ladies fainted aud were trampled 
upon by the multitude. 
The loss will 


reach 6250.000 with a merely nominal in- 
surance. The name of Rubsell Harrison is 
on every lip in words of praise. He was 
viewing the palace when the fire broke 
out. When the panic came he threw him- 
self in front of the main exit from the 
second story aud called to the people to 
move carefully, then pushed aud directed 
the crowd until the penple n.' *-ed down 
the stairway like an army of ro. I'ers, 


THIRTEEN PERSONS DROWNED. 


Frightful Drawbridge Accident at 
Oak- 


land, Cala. 


SAX FBAXCISCO, Cal., May 35.-One of 


the most horrible railway accidents ever 
known in 
California occurred at 1:40 


o'clock in the afternoon, when the local 
train connecting at Oakland with the 
ferryboats from San Francisco ran through 
an open drawbridge over Oakland creek 
at Webster street, Oakland. The yacht 
Juanita had just passed through the draw 
when the train appeared, going in the di- 
rection of Alameda. 
Tra drawbridge 


keeper endeavored at once to close the 
bridge, but it was too laf\ ,-md the engine 
•with the tender and the 11. it car, which 
•was filled with passengers, plunged into 
the creek, which was here quite deep 
Engineer Sam Dunn, the Fireman O'Brien 
went down with the engine, but were res- 
cued. The former, when he saw that the 
bridge did not close, reversed the lever, 
but the momentum of the engine was too 
peat to allow him to stop the train in 
time. The weight of the engine and the 
first car broke the couplings and left the 
other two cars of th» train standing on the 
track. The second ear ran about a third 
of the way across the bridge and stopped, 
but the jar was sufficient to break open 
the front of the car, and many of the pas- 
sengers were thrown into the water. 


A List of the Victims. 


The trainmen and the rest of the passen- 


gers set to work to help the rescuers, and 
when the wrecking train arrived from 
Oakland the car was drawn into shal- 
low water and small boats began dragging 
the creek for the bodies of the victims. 
All the bodies recovered were identified at 
midnight. It is believed that no more 
lives were lost but parties are still at the 
wreck searching the bed of the creek. The 
coarect list of the victims is as follows:

Injured In a Sham Battle. 


NEW YORK, May 31.—During a sham

Fatal Fire at Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 81.—A fire In the 


Hampton woolen mills caused a loss of 
$35,000 and the death of Frank Mangel- 
stoaf, who was employed in the building 
and was suffocated by the dense smoke 
which filled the entire structure. The fire 
originated on the fifth floor, occupied by 
R. & J. Ritchie, from spontaneous com- 
bustion. The building was totally demol- 
ished, the loss on it being 110,000, and on 
the contents $75,000. 


Made His E,ost Ascension. 


SEATTLE, Wash., May 81.—C. Redmond, 


a well-known aeronaut and 
parachute 


jumper, was instantly killed at Snoho- 
mish, twenty miles from this city. He 
made a splendid ascension, but the bal- 
loon was carried away to the east of the 
town, where it landed on the top of a pine 
tree fully 300 feet high. Redmond was 
thrown out and fell to the ground, meet- 
ing instant death. 


Burned in His Sleep. 


AMSTERDAM, N. Y., May 81.—The saloon 


conducted by John Selby was burned early 
in the morning. In one of the rooms Selby 
and a man named Michael Bonlou were 
sleeping. The former was awakened by 
the Lar!>»eper and managed to get out, but 
Donlon could not be roused and was 
burned to death. The man, it is supposed, 
was drunk. The building was destroyed. 
Loss about $600. 


More Scared Than Hurt. 


NEW YORK, May 31.—While Mount Mor- 


ris park at One Hundred and Twentieth 
street and Sixth avenue was filled with 
pleasure seekers, Friday, a blast fired 
without proper precaution in the neigh- 
boring rocks, caused a deluge of stones 
and dirt to fall in all parts of the park, 
causing great alarm and slightly injuring 
a number of persons.

Glres Him an Informal Reception lasting 


an Hour—A Large Audience Present to 
Greet Hie Distinguished Party—The 
Oongrms Addrewed by Governor Camp- 
bell, of Ohio—Fast Time Made by the 
Presidential Party In Pennsylvania. 
PITTSBUBG, May 81.—The presidential 


party, consisting of President Harrison, 
Hon. William Wlndom, secretary of treas- 
ury; Hon. John Wanamaker, postmaster 
general; Hon. Jere Kusk, secretary of ag- 
riculture, and the president's private sec- 
retary, Elijah Halford, arrived in this city 
from Cleveland at 7 o'clock Saturday 
morning.

Scotch-Irish congress met the distinguished 
party at Union station. Headed by an escort 
of fifty policemen, Companies O and A, 
National guards of Pennsylvania, and a 
detail from Battery B, and the Great 
Western blind the party was taken to 
the Monougahela house for breakfast. 


At the Scotch-Irish Convention. 


At 8:SJOo'clock the same escort conducted 


the honorable visitors to Mechanical hall 
where the Scotch-Irish congress is held. A 
large andience had already assembled and 
warmly greeted the presidential party. An 
informal reception, lasting an hour, was 
held. On leaving the hall three rousing 
cheers were giv n in honor of the distin- 
guished gentlemen. At 10 o'clock they 
were again on their way to Washington. 
As soon as the confusion in the hall had 
subsided, President Bonner, called the 
congress to order. The regular exercises 
were opened with prayer by Rev. Dr. Fer- 
guson, president of Westminster college. 
Governor Campbell, of Ohio, was intro- 
duced and delivered an address on "The 
Scotch-Irish of Ohio," paying a glowing 
tribute to its many distinguished citizen 
of the past and present. The governor's 
speech was received with much enthusi- 
asm. the Fastest Trip on Record. 


President Harrison and his party en- 


joyed the distinction of makingthe fastest 
trip on record between Pittsburg and Al- 
toona, on the Pennsylvania railroad. The 
president's train ran as third section of 
day express and left Pittsburg at 10 a. m. 
sharp. Altoona was reached at 12:25 p. in, 
two hours and twenty-five minutes occu- 
pied in traversing the 117 miles interven- 
ing. The fastest time between Pittsburg 
and Altoona is made by the limited ex- 
press. The schedule time of the latter re- 
quires just one hour more than was used 
by the president's train, or three hours 
and twenty-five minutes.

THE ANTI-LOTTERY MEN CHEATED. 


THE NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Telegrams Affecting the Tottery Project 


In North Dakota Sidetracked and Thome 
Favorable to the Lottery Bushed 
Through While the Contents ot the Un- 
favorable On«» Were Pntlnto poiMMlon 
ot the Lottery Crowd. 


r MINNEAPOLIS, May 81.—Th» Journal 
prints a sensational story affecting promi- 
nent officials of the Northern Pacific rail- 
road. It charges that on the night of 
Feb. 4 the Western Union telegraph wires 
were cut two miles east of Jamestown, N. 
D., and that investigation proves that the 
work was done by George McCabe, chief 
train dispatcher, and, ^tWO operators, and 
it is supposed at the instance of A. J. Mc- 
Cabe, superintendent of the Jamestown 
division of the Northern Pacific road, who, 
it is said, worked the wire himself in Bis- 
marck. At that time a ajeat many tele- 
grams, both for and against the lottery 
project were passing over the wire«, and 
young MoOabe and his two assistants 
sidetracked such us ware unfavorable to 
the lottery and rushed the others through 
with all possible haste. 


Secret* Given Away. 


It is charged that they advised the 


friends of the lottery of the contents of 
messages intended for the anti-lottery 
people in advance of their deli very to those 
entitled to them, and thus put the lottery 
crowd in possession of the secrets and 
plans of the anti-lottery people before the 
opponents of the lottery could communi- 
cate with each other in different parts of 
the state. 
Long petitions and lists of 


names in favor of the lottery were, it is 
said, rushed through without change, 
while protests against the lottery were de- 
layed. 
Superiutendent McCabe issued 


passes indiscriminately to friends of the 
lottery bill, written on ordinary note 
heads with orders to conductors that they 
be returned to him when taken up. The 
Journal prints a foe-simile of one of 
them.

ARCADIA, Wis., May 3).—The most ter- 


rible cloud-burst and thunder storm ever 
known in this part of Wisconsin occurred 
between 11 o'clock Thursday night and 4 
o'clock Friday morning. Miller's mill and 
dam and Massuer's mill dam were com- 
pletely washed away. The city was one 
sea of roaring torrents from two to six 
feet deep. The wildest excitement pre- 
vailed among the people. A babe 10 weeks 
old was drowned. Every bridge in the 
vicinity was swept away. The Green Bay, 
Wlnoua and St. Paul track was washed 
out or otherwise damaged between White- 
ball and Marshland, so that no train or 
mail connections can be made for some 
time.

This makes the sec- 
ond death as the result of poison put into 
two pies by some unknown person. The 
rest of the family are said to be in a fair 
way toward recovery. 


Struck by a Train. .

railroad struck a wagon containing four 
woolen mill employes ut a crossing in Put- 
nam. Zend Robillard, who was driving, 
was instantly killed, and Frank Garteier 
and two sisters named Duprey were prob- 
ably fatally injured. 


Two Brothers Killed. 


LAPEEB, Mich., May 3L—Two brothers 


named Raymond, living at Attica, were 
found dead beside the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk track at that place. Both men 
were terribly mutilated. It is supposed 
they got on a train at Imlay City, which 
did not stop at Attica, and jumped off 
there.

io prevent truancy from school is right, and 
eutulea to the support of all good citizens, 
out that its provisions trench upon personal 
ngbts and attord tue means of nijustico to 
private citizens at the hands ot public au- 
thorities without adequate opportunity for 
rediess. Theretore, 


Resulved, 1'bat we give this expression to 


uur t>euiiinent, ueaire and purpose in refar- 
euc'i! to bam law. 


We co'uially endorse the public school 


syete.ii of the stnit- ut il'iutus. which affoius 
io all p' r.-ous within its limits, of piopei 
,i. e, tie. means ut acquiring a guod Eugiisli 
ecnca'.ion at publi'1. and general expense, 
tu.u we woUid sever b« willing to favor or 
tolerate auy measure or policy which woukt 
tend to cripple or etubar ass that system, 01 
to connect the state with the malntainance 
of private bciiools. 


We believe that the state owes protection 


io its citizens who are of tender years, and 
should ienuire parents who violate or neg- 
lect their obligation to educate their chii- 
dien, to answer therefor, and should en- 
force vigoiously the duty of parents to seud 
their children to school. It is as necessary 
that their minds should be developed as 
that their bodies should be nurtured and 
clothed, and the state should compel parents 
to discharge one duty to the child as well 
as the other. 
We are In favor of a well 


regulated compulsory education law. 


But 
we 
believe 
that

has no 
right to go further In regulat- 


ing 
the • education 
of 
children, 


than to require that they should have 
an opportunity to acquiie such knowledge 
and mental discipline, as will prepare them 
for an intelligent discharge of their duties 
as citizens when they reach years of matur- 
ity. 
We believe that the children of the 


state should be required to learn the Eng- 
lish language and within reasonable limits 
the history of our country and institutions. 
But if parents prefer that their children 
should be taught the facts and principles of 
those branches of knowledge which consti- 
tute what IB generally known as a good 
elemental y education in some other language 
than English, we believe that the state has 
no right to Interfere with the exercise of 
such choice, and should leave Its citizens 
free so to do at their own private expense.

An Alderman Think* tbe Consumers 


Should Do It. 


Alderman L. P. Graham, chairman of the 


waterworks committee of the council, baa 
been doing considerable figuring en the 
filter question. He is firmly of tbe opinion 
that something must be done, and has been 
inquiring Into the different methods of 


i cleaning the water, with a view to doing 


I something at onco. As a result he has con- 
cluded that It won't pay to filter all the 
water used. His plan is set forth briefly 
below. 


The managers of waterworks systems to 


general calculate that a waste of two-thlrde 
«f the water pumped Is unavoidable, and 
they always calculate that much. In oar 
system a great deal more than that is was- 
ted. It Is more than three-fourths. The total 
receipts from the water takers laat year 
were 817,300. Of that an examination of 
the books shows that $13,000 were paid by 
people who do not care whether the water 
is filtered or not 
Most of the manufactur- 


ers say the water if filtered would not be 
worth a cent more to them. 


So it looks as If a very small part of the 


water need be filtered; In fact only one- 
third of that actually used, and that Is only 
one-fourth of what is pumped. Yet If the 
city cleared the water at the pumping 
station, all that pumped, wasted, used on 
lawns, In boilers, In water closets, and in 
other such ways would have to be filtered, 
too, 
though it is unnecessary, In short, 


the city would have to filter 12 gallons of 
water that the consumer might get one gal- 
lon of water clear. 
The questloa is, would 


it not be better for the city and consumer 
both to let the latter do the filtering? Would 
it not j>e better for the city to furnish 
private filters where they are needed? 


Alderman Graham thinks It would be 


cheaper. 
He is satisfied that to put in a 


system of filters like any now giving satis- 
faction, will cost 830,000 or #85,000. Then 
the cost of operatint would be considerable. 
41 present only about 600 water takers 
want filters. Arrangements could be made 
to have them Slter their water as they 
use it 
A good filter to furnish three gal- 


lons of water can be bought for $20 and the 
price runs up from that. 


The water supply of Decatur Is entirely 


satisfactory BO far as manufacturers are 
concerned. Some Wabasb engineers make 
it a point to get water here whenever they 
can. It is pure enough, and is remarkably 
free from lime or other such objectionable 
substances. Tbe mud Is a serious draw- 
oack to be sure, but it Is not as bad as some 
other tilings, and if that be taken out the 
water will be all right 


Aid. Graham has talked with some others, 


interested In the water supply, and they 
swem to think his plan a good one. It cer- 
tainly looks well, arid Is worthy of investi- 
gation.

^FOET WORTH, Tex., May r,l.—The mag- 
nificent Texas Spring palace is in ashes. 
At 10:SO at night, just as the chairs were 
being moved from in front of the grand 
mnsic stand to make room for 500 dancers, 
R R. Sellers noticed a flash of flame 
spring up in front of two children seated 
on the floor in the second gallery under 
the eastern dome. He gave the alarm and 
tried to extinguish the flames, being 
joined in a few seconds by the ten firemen 
on duty in the building and 100 or more 
visitors. A panic seized the 7,000 or 8,000 
people in the building, and in an Instant 
the wildest confusion ensued. Hundreds 
of men, however, kept their hoads and the 
policemen behaved like L.-roes and the 
crowds were got out of t'.ie building with 
comparatively little injir .- to limbs and 
small loss of life. Notwithstanding the 
strenuous efforts of the policemen and the 
citizens, who constituted themselves a 
guard of safety, a number of ladies and 
men jumped from the upper floor and in 
nearly every case were badly hurt. 


The Dead and Injured. 


Al Haynes, chief hydraulic engineer of 


the Ft. Worth uud Denver, while working 
heroically to get a number of ladies out of 
the fire's way was badly burned and died 
at 11:30. 
Tfie injured are 
as follows: 


James C. Davis, Fort Worth, badly 
burned: Judge L. N. Cooper, of Fort 
Worth, broke both legs above the knee; 
Miss Volney Halle, of Marshall, broke 
her right leg above the knee; George Set- 
tler, connected with the Fort Worth and 
Denver, itiihdly burned; Mrs. Dr. W. A. 
Adams injured her spine; Mrs. Kate Spen- 
cer, broke her left arm and is quite badly 
burned; Miss Leah Couts, of Weatherforfl, 
broke her right arm in two places; Mrs, 
Lizzie Grant, of Weatherford, is injured 
internally: C. W. Evarts, of New Orleans, 
is fatally injured internally; Mr*. Hecker, 
of Elgin Ills., is badly hurt; Mrs. W. E. 
Kennedy, of New Orleans, bad'y hurt; E. 
H. Fudge, of Chicago, jumped from the 
third slory and broke both le'.'s, an arm, 
and is injured internally; W. .i. Cruce, of 
New Orleans, is fatally injured; Bissell 
Wilson, of St. Louis, a railrojd hand, had 
a leg broken and received internal injuries, 
which will probably result in death. A 
little girl, 6 years old, was thrown from a 
window in the second «tory and killed. 


Russell Harrison's Coolness. 


Within fifteen minutes of the breaking 


out of the fire 20,000 people were on the 
scene. Men and women rushed frantically 
from crowd to crowd looking for loved 
ones, in many cases shrieking and crying. 
Many ladies fainted and were trampled 
upon by the multitude. 
The loss will 


reach $350,000 with a merely nominal in- 
surance. The name of Russell Harrison is 
on every lip in words of praise. He was 
viewing the palace when the fire broke 
out. When the panic came he tlnew him- 
self in front of the main exit from the 
•econd story and called to the people to 
move carefully, then pushed and directed 
the crowd until the people moved down 
the itairway like an army of soldiers. 


THIRTEEN PERSONS DROWNED. 


Frightful Drawbridge Accident at 
Oak- 


land, Cala. 


SAX FBASCISCO, Cal., May 3:.—Due of 


the most horrible railway accidents ever 
known in California occurred at 1:40 
o'clock in the afternoon, when the local 
train connecting at Oakland with the 
ferryboats from San Francisco nn through 
an open drawbridge over Oi.V.i-id creek 
at Webster street, Oakland. The yacht 
Juanita had just passed through the draw 
when the train appeared, going in the di- 
rection of AJameda. 
The drawbridge 


keeper endeavored at once to close the 
bridge, but it was too late, and the engine 
with the tender and the first car, which 
was filled with passengers, plunged into 
the creek, which was here quite deep 
Engineer Sam Dunn, the Fireman O'Brien 
went down with the engine, but were res- 
cued. The former, when he saw that the 
bridge did not close, reversed the lever, 
but the momentum of the engine was too 
great to allow him to stop the train in 
time. The weight of the ot ^me and the 
first car broke the couplings and left the 
other two cars of the triun • landing on the 
track. The second car r. u t.bont a third 
pf the way across the bridge and stopped, 
bnt the jar was sufficient to break open 
the front of the car, and many of the pas- 
sengers were thrown into the water. 


A List of the Victims. 


The trainmen and the rest of the passen- 


gers set to work to help the rescuers, and 
when the wrecking train arrived from 
Oakland the car was drawn into shal- 
low water and small boats began dragging 
the creek for the bodies of the victims. 
All the bodies recovered were identified at 
midnight. It is believed that no more 
lives were lost but parties are still at the 
wreck searching the bed of the creek. The 
coarectlist of the victims is as follows:

NEW PLAN FOR FILTERING. 


o Aldermen Think* the Consumers 


Should Do It. 


Alderman L. P. Graham, chairman of the 
•aterworks committee of the council, has 
een doing considerable figuring en the 
Her question. He is firmly of the opinion 
hat something must be done, and has been 
nquirlng into the different methods of 
leaning the water, with a view to doing 
omething at once. As a result he has con- 
luded tbat it won't pay to filter all the 
•ater used. His plan Is set forth briefly 
elow. 
The managers of waterworks system!) In 
Tieral calculate that a waste of two-thirds 
t the water pumped Is unavoidable, and 
liey always calculate that much. In our 
ystem a great deal more than that is was- 
,ed. It Is more than three-fourths. The total 
eceipts from the water takers last year 
were $17,300. Of that an examination ot 
he books shows that 312,000 were paid by 
«)ople who do not care whether the water 
s filtered or not. Most of the manufactur- 
rs say the water If filtered would Dot be 
worth a cent more to them. 


So It looks as If a very small part of the 


water need be filtered; In fact only one- 
hlrd of that actually used, and tbat Is only 
me-fourth of what is pumped. Tet if the 
:ity cleared the water at the pumping 
statioii, all tbat pumped, wasted, used on 
awns, in boilers, In water closets, and In 
itber such ways would have to be filtered, 
too, though it is unnecessary, 
In short, 


he city would have to filter 12 gallons of 
watvr that the consumer might get one gal- 
on of water clear. The question is, would 
t not be better for the city and consumer 
both to let the latter do the filtering? Would 
tnot be better for the city to furnish 
private filters where they are needed? 


Alderman Graham thinks It would be 


cheaper. 
He is satisfied tbat to put in a 


system of filters like any now giving satis- 
'action, will cost 830,000 or 835,000. 
Then 


he cost of operating would be considerable. 
At present only about 000 water takers 
want filters. Airangements could be made 
to have them filter their water as they 
use it. A good filter to furnish three gal- 
ons of water can be bought for 820 and the 
price runs up from that. 


The water supply of Decatur is entirely 


satisfactory so far ns manufacturers are 
concerned. Some Wabash engineers make 
:t a point to get water here whenever they 
can. It Is pure enough, and Is remarkably 
reo from lime or other such objectionable 
lubstances. The mud is a serious draw 
back to be sure, but it Is not aa bad as some 
other things, and if that be taken out the 
water will be all right 


Aid. Graliaiu has talked with some others 


interested in the water supply, and they 
seem to think bis plan a good one. It cer- 
tainly looks well, and Is worthy of Investi- 
gation .
